THE HONORABLE LUIS ARROYO JR AND JESUS G. GARCIA, 

COUNTY COMMISSIONERS 

NATIONAL HISPANIC HERTIAGE MONTH 

WHEREAS, in September of 1968, President Lyndon Johnson signed Public Law bill 90-498 into law, 
authorizing the President to designate the week of September 15th as “National Hispanic Heritage Week” 
in recognition of the extraordinary contributions Hispanics and Latino Americans had made, and in 
recognition of the anniversaries of some of the first Latin American countries to declare their independence; 
and 

WHEREAS, Hispanics and Latinos of every generation have made immense contributions to the defense 
of freedom at home and abroad through courageous service in the Unites States Military as well as 
contributions to the arts, education, mathematics, science, literature, technology and philanthropy in this 
county and the world; and 

WHEREAS, Hispanics and Latinos have contributed to Cook County’s social, political and economic 
development for over one hundred years and Hispanics and Latinos’ contributions began at the turn of the 
century when millions of Mexicans came to the United States to work in agriculture under the Federal 
Bracero Program and the numbers of Hispanics and Latino’s greatly expanded during World War II w hen 
Puerto Ricans and Mexicans began arriving in large numbers to work in the steel mills, stockyards and 
packinghouses helping to build Cook County into an industrial powerhouse; and 

WHEREAS, Cook County’s economy has always been a magnet for immigrant laborers from all over the 
world and immigrants from Mexico, the Caribbean, Central America and South America in particular and 
Cook County continues to welcome and value the contributions of immigrants; and 

WHEREAS, Hispanics and Latinos have contributed to historical school desegregation efforts in the 
United States of America, starting in the 1930’s in the State of Texas, that led to efforts in California, that 
culminated in the impactful decision made in the state of California in 1946 in Mendez v. Westminster 
School District; which paved the way for litigation in Texas and Arizona as well as for other populations 
of color by helping to develop the arguments for Brown v. Board of Education; and 

WHEREAS, Hispanics and Latinos continue to strive and excel in higher education, and continue to fight 
for the acceptance of immigrant students and the undocumented “DREAMERS” in institutions of higher 
learning, and continue to strive for equal treatment by the Federal Government on education financing; and 
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WHKREAS, llispanics and Latinos have made considerable strides in the electoral arena, and continue to 
be a growing ibree shaping the local and national discourse that has led to growing numbers in leadership 
at all levels; and 

WHEREAS, Hispanic and Latino leaders in government at all levels have continued to shape the dialogue 
concerning the state and future of all Hispanics and Latinos, and continue to make their respective 
communities proud of their efforts.

Violence Division beginning in 1994, and as supervising judge of the division from 1997 until her

WHEREAS, Judge Coco has been extremely active in the legal community, holding countless positions of 
importance on local and national levels, and actively participating in the education of judges and members 
of the legal profession; and 

WHEREAS, while serving as judge, Gloria Coco pursued her interest in the arts, graduating Summa Cum 
Laude from Northwestern University’s School of Communications with a degree in Radio, Television, 
Film, and Theater Performance in 2004; and

experiences on Ellis Island; and

COOK COUNTY RECOGNIZES SEPTEMBER 27, 2015 AS “PUPPY MILL AWARENESS DAY” 

WHEREAS, September 27, 2015 is National Puppy Mill Awareness Day, where the National Puppy Mill 
Project and animal advocates around the country will join together to end puppy mills and their cruelty to 
animals; and 

WHEREAS, pet stores selling live animals, both within the United States and abroad, have traditionally 
been a sales outlet for young dogs bred commercially in puppy mills; and 

WHEREAS, according to the Humane Society of the United States, it is estimated that 10,000 puppy mills 
produce more than 2,400,000 puppies a year in the United States and that nearly all pet store puppies come 
from puppy mills; and 

WHEREAS, puppy mills are mass-breeding facilities that chum out puppies with an emphasis on profit 
over welfare. These mills usually house dogs in overcrowded and unsanitary conditions without adequate 
veterinary care, food, water and socialization. Puppy mill dogs do not get to experience treats, toys, exercise 
or basic grooming; and 

WHEREAS, the inhumane conditions in puppy mill facilities lead to health and behavioral issues as well 
as congenital and hereditary illness and disease. Puppy mill puppies often airive in pet stores and their new 
homes with various diseases including giardia, parvovirus kennel cough, hcartwonu and distemper. These 
diseases can lead to excessive veterinary costs both upfront and down the line; and 
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WHEREAS, the lack of enforcement resources at local, state and federal levels allow many inhumane 
puppy mills to operate with impunity. According to a spokesman from the United States Department of 
Agriculture, due to budget constraints, the Illinois Department of Agriculture employs only seven inspectors 
that are charged with overseeing more than 1,300 dog dealers, kennel operators and pet shop operators; and 

WHEREAS, every year millions of cats and dogs are euthanized in our nation’s animal shelters because 
there are more pets than there are responsible homes for them. Puppy mills contribute to pet overpopulation 
and cause countless animals lifetimes of suffering in squalid wire cages; and 

WHEREAS, according to infonnation obtained from the Illinois Department of Agriculture regarding 
publicly run animal care and control facilities located within Cook County, in 2011 these facilities 
impounded 19,442 dogs and cats that were not reclaimed by the owner, and euthanized 6,618 of these 
animals (roughly 34% of total). In 2012 these facilities impounded 22,679 dogs and cats that were not 
reclaimed by the owner, and euthanized 8,035 of these animals (roughly 39% of total); and 

WHEREAS, on April 9, 2014 the Cook County Board of Commissioners unanimously passed a 
law that limits the retail sale of puppies and kittens in Cook County pet stores to animals 
sourced from shelters, humane adoption centers and small-scale breeders; and 

WHEREAS, across the country, thousands of independent pet stores as well as large chains operate 
profitably with a business model focused on the sale of pet services and supplies and not on the sale of dogs 
and cats; many of these stores collaborate with local animal shelters and rescue organizations to offer space 
and support for showcasing adoptable homeless pets on their premises; and 

WHEREAS, Cook County residents are encouraged to ‘adopt and not shop’, because adopting homeless 
dogs from shelters and rescues helps put us closer to our goal of making Cook County a no-kill community 
and helps put bad breeders out of business.

WHEREAS, as of August 25, 2015, the Cook County Medical Examiner’s Office does not track whether 
the deceased individuals on which it keeps records were individuals of Hispanic, Latino or Spanish 
origin; and, 

WHEREAS, the absence of this detail in the Cook County Medical Examiner’s Office poses a significant 
problem when it comes to tracking the identities, backgrounds and relevant circumstances of individuals 
killed by gun violence in Cook County; and, 

WHEREAS, according to data from the Cook County Medical Examiner’s Office, in 2013 the total number 
of gunshot homicides was 425; of which 345 were African American victims, meaning 80 were listed as 
Caucasian; and, 

WHEREAS, the failure of the Cook County Medical Examiner’s Office to note whether the deceased 
victims of gun violence are individuals of Hispanic, Latino or Spanish origin means that of the 80 
Caucasian individuals referenced in the above paragraph, a number of those individuals are in fact 
individuals of Hispanic, Latino or Spanish origin; and, 

WHEREAS, the failure of the Cook County Medical Examiner’s Office to note whether the deceased 
victims of gun violence are individuals of Hispanic, Latino or Spanish origin creates an incomplete 
picture of the nature and the extent of the impact of gun violence; and, 

WHEREAS, without a complete picture of the nature and the extent of the impact of gun violence, 
including a firm grasp of the ethnic groups and cultures most heavily impacted by gun violence, 
policymakers at the County level cannot hope to be able to arrive at the necessary policy solutions to 
effectively reduce that gun violence; and, 

WHEREAS, Latinos make-up 24.7% of the population of Cook County, and 26% of the population of the 
City of Chicago; and,

WHEREAS, The County of Cook is a home rule unit of government pursuant to the 1970 Illinois 
Constitution, Article VII, Section 6 (a); and, 

WHEREAS, The City of Chicago is a home rule unit of government pursuant to the 1970 Illinois 
Constitution, Article VII, Section 6 (a); and, 

WHEREAS, Pursuant to their home rule powers, both the County of Cook and the City of Chicago may 
exercise any power and perform any function relating to their governments and affairs, including the 
power to regulate for the protection of the public health, safety, morals, and welfare; and, 

WHEREAS, the President of Cook County Board and the Cook County Board of Commissioners hereby 
find that Cook County must take immediate action to address the heroin crisis in Cook County; and, 

WHEREAS, Heroin-related overdose deaths have quadrupled in the United States in the past decade; 
and, 

WHEREAS, Nationwide, the number of people who admitted using heroin within the past year nearly 
doubled between 2007 and 2013 to 681,000; and, 

WHEREAS, Heroin overdose deaths have been on the rise statewide since 2011, according to Illinois 
Department of Public Health; Last year, 633 heroin overdose deaths occurred statewide, up from 583 in 
2013; and, 

WHEREAS, In 2013, heroin accounted for 224 of the 337 total opioid-linked deaths in Cook County; 
and, 

WHEREAS, According to a report published by the Illinois Consortium on Drug Policy at Roosevelt 
University, in 2011, hospitals in the Chicago Metropolitan Area witnessed more heroin-related 
emergency room visits than any other city in the country; and, 

WHEREAS, According to the Arrestee Drug Use Monitoring Program, Cook County ranked first in the 
nation for heroin use among arrestees in 2011; and, 

WHEREAS, Arrestees from Chicago tested positive for opiates including heroin at a rate that is 18.5% 
higher than any other city in the nation; and, 

WHEREAS, Arrestees from Cook County also self-reported using heroin more times per month and 
reported using heroin in the prior three days more than those from any other area; and. 
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WHEREAS, In the Chicago area, those entering into publicly funded treatment for heroin in 2012 
represented 35 percent of treatment admissions, more than double the national average and higher than 
the state as a whole; and, 

WHEREAS, In 2013 the DuPage County Board joined with the Coroner, State’s Attorney, Public 
Defender, Sheriff, Judiciary, Superintendent of Education, Chiefs of Police, and Public Health staff to 
establish the DuPage Coalition Against Heroin to address the alarming trend of opioid use leading to 
heroin addiction sweeping the region; and 

WHEREAS, In 2014, DuPage County heroin deaths dropped from 46 the previous year to 33; and 

WHEREAS, Addressing heroin-related issues in Cook County and Chicago requires a multi-tiered 
approach and the corporate authorities of the City of Chicago and the President and the Board of 
Commissioners of Cook County intend to collaborate with executive departments, sister agencies, other 
government agencies and officials, medical professionals, advocates of drug addiction treatment 
programs, and other experts to develop a plan to combat the scourge of heroin addiction in Cook County 
and Chicago; now, therefore 

BE IT RESOLVED BY THE PRESIDENT AND THE COOK COUNTY BOARD OF 
COMMISSIONERS: 

SECTION 1. There is hereby created an advisory task force entitled the Cook-Chicago Task Force 
Against Heroin to make recommendations to the President and the Cook County Board of 
Commissioners, as well as the City of Chicago and her corporate authorities, concerning the formulation 
of a multi-tiered plan to address heroin-related issues in Cook County and the City of Chicago. The 
advisory task force specifically is charged with issuing specific policy recommendations on the following 
topics; 


(a) Naloxone Program. This analysis shall address the success of naloxone programs in other 
Jurisdictions and focus on the advisability of providing Chicago and Cook County law 
enforcement with anti-opioid kits and training for administering naloxone. 

(b) Law Enforcement. This analysis shall focus on local law enforcement’s strategy for targeting 
heroin sales and distribution within the city and the county. This analysis shall, at a minimum, 
identify any increase in heroin-related criminal activity and address Law Enforcement’s efforts 
to combat heroin-related crimes in the city and the county. 

(c) Public Health Measures. This analysis shall focus on the availability of heroin and other 
prescription opioid addiction treatment programs in Chicago and Cook County, treatment 
capacity and funding, and ways in which the city and the county can coordinate with other 
government agencies and not-for-profit entities to offer heroin and other prescription opioid 
addiction prevention and treatment services. 

(d) Public Awareness. This analysis shall focus on potential prevention education and community 
awareness campaigns. 
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SECTION 2. 

(a) The Cook-Chicago Task Force Against Heroin shall consist of the following appointees from 
C'ook County; C’ook County Board President Toni Preckwinkle, C'ommissioner Richard R. 
Boykin, a designee of Cook County Sheriff, a designee of the Cook C'ounty State’s Attorney, 
a designee of the Cook County Public Defender, a designee of the Chief Judge of the Cireuit 
Court of Cook County, and a designee of the Cook County Health and Hospitals System. 

(b) The Cook-Chicago Task Force Against Heroin shall consist of the following appointees from 
the City of Chicago: Aldermen Edward M. Burke, Pat Dowell, Leslie Hairston, George A. 
Cardenas, Willie B. Cochran, Ariel E. Reboyras, Emma A. Mitts, a designee of the Chicago 
Police Department, a designee of the Chicago Fire Department, a designee of the Office of 
Emergency Management & Communications, a designee of the Chicago Department of Public 
Health, and a designee of the Department of Law. 

(c) The advisory task force shall additionally consult with the Medical Examiner of Cook County, 
the Chicago Public Schools, school district officials of other municipalities in Cook County, 
medical professionals, advocates of drug addiction treatment programs, and other government 
officials and experts when addressing heroin-related issues in the City of Chicago and Cook 
County. 

SECTION 3. 

The Cook-Chicago Task Force Against Heroin shall report its findings to the President of the Cook 
County Board and the Cook County Board of Commissioners within 60 days.

REPLICA FIREARMS AND PAINT PELLET GUN ORDINANCE 

BE IT ORDAINED, by the Cook County Board of Commissioners, that Chapter 54, Article XII of the 
Cook County Code is hereby enacted as follows: 

ARTICLE XII. REPLICA FIREARMS AND PAINT PELLET GUNS 

Sec. 54-420. Replica guns. 

(a) Title. This division shall be known and may be cited as the “Replica Firearms and Paint Pellet 
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Gun Ordinance” of Cook County, Illinois. 

(b) Purpose and Policy. Like other major cities across America, the Cook County Government 
faces the ongoing challenge of combating the scourge of gun violence in our communities. Many imitation 
and replica firearms are manufactured in a manner that makes them nearly indistinguishable from working 
firearms; and imitation and replica firearms pose the greatest threat to mistakes in the use of force by police. 
Several foreign manufactured mobile phone cases which have the appearance of 9mm handguns have 
recently appeared for sale on several online retail outlets, and the one "Gun Grip Case" features the grip of 
an actual gun and trigger guard attached to the housing of a phone cover. When placed in a pocket, this 
product is indistinguishable from a working handgun. Law enforcement officials from New York, New 
Jersey and Michigan among others have advised people not to purchase or use this product. Numerous 
incidents have been reported by law enforcement officers across the country who have mistakenly identified 
imitation or replica firearms to be working handguns. 

(c) It shall be unlawful for any person to purchase, possess, conceal, use, sell, give away or 
otherwise transfer, or to engage in the business of selling or to exhibit for sale, a replica fireann, paint pellet 
or paint pellet gun in Cook County, except as provided in subsection (e) of this section. 

(d) Definitions. For the purposes of this chapter, the following terms shall have the following 
meanings: 

Paint pellet means a pellet or projectile of paint which explodes upon impact. 

Paint pellet gun means any fireann, toy fireann or toy in the nature of a firearm which is powered 
by compressed gas and which fires paint pellets. 

Replica firearm means any device, object or facsimile made of plastic, wood, metal or any other 
material, that a person could reasonably perceive as an actual fireann but that is incapable of being fired or 
discharged, including, but not limited to mobile phone cases, lighters, and cameras, except that the tenn 
shall not include any replica of an antique fireann. Each such replica firearm shall have as an integral part, 
pennanently affixed, a blaze orange plug inserted in the barrel of such replica firearm. Such plug shall be 
recessed no more than six millimeters from the muzzle end of the barrel of such fireann. 

(e) Exceptions. The manufacture, marketing, distribution, sale and possession of replica fireanns 
are permitted if the devices are manufactured, marketed, distributed, sold or held solely for subsequent 
transportation in intrastate, interstate or foreign commerce. Such devices shall not be displayed to the 
general public or sold for other use in the city. The use or possession of a paint pellet or paint pellet gun is 
permitted if the use or possession is solely within premises licensed as a public place of amusement; or if 
the use or possession is solely for the purpose of transporting the paint pellet or paint pellet gun to or from 
those premises by the licensee or agent or employee of the licensee, or by a common carrier, for purposes 
of initial delivery, repair or disposal of the paint pellet or paint pellet gun. 

(f) Violation. Any person who violates the provisions of this section, upon conviction thereof, shall 
be fined not less than $100.00 nor more than $750.00 for each offense. Any such violation may also be 
punishable as a misdemeanor by incarceration in a penal institution other than a penitentiary for up to six 
months under the procedures set forth in Section 1 -2-1.1 of the Illinois Municipal Code as amended, and in 
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the Illinois C’ode of Criminal Procedure, Illinois Revised Statutes, Chapter 38, Sections 100-1 cl scq. (1985), 
as amended, in a separate proceeding. All actions .seeking the imposition of fines only shall be filed as 
quasi-criminal actions subject to the provisions of the Illinois Code of C'ivil Procedure, Illinois Revised 
Statutes, C'hapter 110, Section 1-101, et seq. (1985), as amended. Each purcha.sc, use, sale, gift or transfer 
of any such replica firearm, paint pellet or paint pellet gun shall be deemed a separate and distinct offense, 
and each day a person unlawfully engages in the business of selling or exhibits for sale any such replica 
firearm, paint pellet or paint pellet gun shall be deemed a separate and distinct offen.se. 

Effective date: This ordinance shall be in effect immediately upon adoption.

WHEREAS, just two short years ago, the President and the Cook County Board of Commissioners made 
good on the pledge to taxpayers and businesses by repealing the last .25% of the so-called ‘Stroger sales 
tax’; and 

WHEREAS, the decision and votes to cut taxes on everyday items a majority of residents need to help 
working families, toothpaste, milk, baby fonnula and other everyday necessities, was made as a means of 
lessening the burden on them and stimulating the economy; and 

WHEREAS, the tax rollback fulfilled a pledge we made to businesses that were concerned their 
customers would buy goods outside Cook County and as such, not only benefited Cook County shoppers, 
but also the retailers that serve them; and 

WHEREAS, economic development also benefited as the tax climate is one of the many variables that 
businesses consider when deciding where to create jobs; and 

WHEREAS, the cumulative effect of the sales tax rollback yielded roughly $440 million in annual

WHEREAS, a sales tax is recognized as an inherently regressive tax that disproportionately impacts the 
least fortunate among us; and 

WHEREAS, the same arguments and reasoning used to gather support and passage of the rollback of the

THE HONORABLE JESUS G. GARCIA, COUNTY COMMISSIONER 

AMENDING THE COOK COUNTY CODE OF ORDINANCE RELATING TO THE OFFICIAL 
SEAL OF COOK COUNTY TO PROHIBIT FRAUDULENT AND DECEPTIVE USE BY 

PRIVATE PERSONS AND ENTITIES 

WHEREAS, the County of Cook is a Home Rule Unit of Government pursuant to the 1970 Illinois 
Constitution, Article VII, Section 6; and, 

WHEREAS, pursuant to its home rule power, the County of Cook may exercise any power and perfomi 
any function relating to its government and affairs, including the power to regulate for the protection of the 
public health, safety, morals and welfare; and, 

WHEREAS, the official seal of Cook County (“County Seal’’) is an important symbol of the government 
of Cook County which is used by Cook County government officials, departments and agencies to convey, 
and does convey, the official imprimatur of the Cook County government; and 

WHEREAS, when members of the public see the County Seal on any communication or object, they are 
likely to believe, and do reasonably believe, that the person or entity displaying the County Seal is a Cook 
County government official, department or agency, and that the communication or object has been approved 
by a Cook County government official, department or agency; and thus the display of the County Seal 
communicates official approval by Cook County government and an association with official Cook County 
government business; and 
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WHEFtEAS, from time to time, private persons or entities have displayed the County Seal on various 
communications and objects with the intent and/or the effect of misleading and confusing members of the 
public into believing that the private person or entity is acting as a representative of the Cook County 
government and/or acting on official Cook County business; and 

WHEREAS, examples of potential fraudulent misuse of the County Seal include, but are not limited to, 
the use of the County Seal on letters from non-government entities offering property tax appeal assistanee 
under the ruse of gathering sensitive personal financial information and the use of the County Seal by 
private persons to gain entry to the residences and workplaces of people living and doing business in Cook 
County under the false pretense of being Cook County government officials or employees; and 

WHEREAS, such fraudulent use of the County Seal puts the most vulnerable members of the public at 
financial and physical risk and creates a public safety danger; 

NOW THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED, by the Cook County Board of Commissioners, that Part I 
General Ordinances, Chapter 2 - Administration, Article I - In General, Section 2-1 of the Cook County 
Code is hereby amended as follows: 

Sec. 2-1. - Official Seal. 

(a) Establishment and use. The seal hereinafter described, and used with or without colors, shall be and is 
hereby established, created and declared to be the official seal of the County. For general use, the plain 
impression on white containing the figures and symbols hereinafter described shall be sufficient. 

(b) Description. The seal shall be circular having within its center an outline of the map of the County 
across which is a scroll bearing the legend “January, 1831” marking the time the County was created by 
the State legislature; in the lower left portion of the design there appears an illustration of a ship sailing on 
Lake Michigan, symbolic of the County’s geographical location, shipping port and, in a broad sense, all 
forms of transportation; in the upper right portion there appears a group of diversified buildings, symbolical 
of government, schools, churches, fine arts, dwellings, business and industry; with the entire design being 
encircled by a border upon which appears the printed words “Seal of Cook County, Illinois.” 

(c) Coloration. The colors of the official seal shall be as follows: 

(1) The outline map of the County, occupying the central portion of the design, shall be in gold, with 
its border a thin black line; 

(2) The scroll across the face of the map shall be white, bordered by a thin black line, the date within 
the scroll - “January, 1831” - shall be lettered in maroon; 

(3) The sky shall be a light blue, the lake a turquoise green; 

(4) The ship shall be in maroon, except for the superstructure, which is white; 

(5) The group of diversified buildings shall be maroon; 

(6) The broad circular border, encompassing the group of symbols shall be in cobalt (blue), edged on 
both the inner and outer sides with a fine line of gold; 

(7) The lettering - “Seal of Cook County, Illinois” - which appears on the cobalt border, shall be in 
gold. 
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(d) No person, as defined by §1-3 of this Chanter of the Cook County Code of Ordinances, shall use or 
display any image or likeness of the seal described in this section for the purpose of conveying, or in a 
manner that is reasonably likely to convey, the false impression of endorsement, sponsorship or approval 
by the government of Cook County or by any official, department, agency or instrumentality thereof. Any 
person violating this provision shall be ordered to cease and desist in such use and shall be subject to a fine 
as set forth by the Cook County Board of Commissioners in Chapter 32. section 32-1 of this Code. The 
determination as to the imposition of penalties under this Section shall be determined in the Cook County 
Department of Administrative Hearings pursuant to Chapter 2. Article IX. of the Cook County Code of 
Ordinances. Nothing herein prohibits a duly authorized Cook County official, or a person acting under his 
or her direction, from using or displaying any image or likeness of the seal described in this section. 

(d^ (e) Custody. The official seal shall be kept in the custody of the County Clerk to be used by the County 
Clerk when required. 

NOW THEREFORE, BE IT FURTHER ORDAINED, by the Cook County Board of Commissioners, 
that Part I General Ordinances, Chapter 32 - Fees, Sec. 32-1-Fee Schedule, Chapter 2-Administration, 2.1, 
of the Cook County Code is hereby amended as follows: 

If any person violates this provision, in addition to such other equitable remedies, the penalties shall be: 

1. For a first violation, such person shall be subject to a fine of not less than $50 nor more than 
$250: 

2. For any subsequent violation, such person shall be subject to a fine of not less than $250 or nor 
more than $500.00.

Saturday, or between 
the hours of 11:30 p.m. Saturday and 6:00 a.m. Sunday, or between the hours of 10:30 p.m. and 6:00 a.m. 
on any other day of the week, unless accompanied by, and in the charge of a parent, guardian, or other 
proper companion of the age of 21 years or more, or unless engaged in some occupation or business in 
which such child may lawfully engage under the statutes of the State of Illinois.

If the law enforcement officer believes that an offense has occurred 
and that, based upon any respon.se and other circumstances, no defense in Subsections (I) through (8) of 
this section is pre.sent, the law enforcement officer .shall warn the child orchildren to desist immediately 
from such violation and shall promptly report the violation to his superior officer, together with the name 
or names and address or addresses of the child or children and parents or guardians of said child or children, 
and said superior officer shall cause a written notice to be served upon the parent, guardian or person in 
charge of such child or children, setting forth the manner in which this section has been violated. 

(e) Violation. Any parent, guardian or person in charge of a child or children violating the provisions of 
this .section, who, within a period of one year from the date of the violation, shall knowingly permit such 
child or children again to violate the provisions of this .section, after receipt of the first violation notice 
served pursuant to Subsection (d) of this section, shall be fined not less than $5.00 nor more than $100.00 
for each offense.

This section shall not apply to 
portions of the public way occupied by a sidewalk cafe, which is properly licensed to .sell alcoholic 
liquor. 

(c) Any person violating any provision of this section shall be fined $75.00.

(b) Parents or legal guardians held criminally responsible. Acts of vandalism resulting in damage to 
real or personal property within the unincorporat e d areas of the County have increased, posing a threat to 
the value of property and the welfare of residents. It is in the best interests of the County that such acts be 
prosecuted by the County as a local offense; that penalties therefor be imposed which are related to the 
nature of the act and the type of offender; and that parents or legal guardians of minors who allow such acts 
to be committed by such minors be held criminally responsible for the failure to prevent the commission of 
such acts. The diligent pursuit of such interests will tend to increase parental supervision of minors and 
reduce the incidence of juvenile vandalism, thus advancing the welfare of residents of the County. 

(c) Unlawful acts. Within unincorporated Cook County no person shall; 

(1) Knowingly or recklessly damage or cause to be damaged any property of another person 
without his consent; or 

(2) Knowingly and without authority enter into or obtain control over any motor vehicle, bicycle, 
aircraft or water craft or any part thereof of another person without his consent. 

(d) Penalty for committing unlawful act. It shall be unlawful for any parent or guardian of any minor 
living with its parents or guardian to neglect to restrain such minor from committing any act prohibited by 
Subsection (c) of this section.

It shall be an affmnative defense for the parent 
or guardian to prove that such parent or guardian exercised his duty to restrain the minor from committing 
the act prohibited by Subsection (c) of this section complained of in the pending action, but that such action 
on the part of the parent or guardian to attempt to restrain said minor, although exercised with due care, 
was unsuccessful.

WHEREAS, Roseland Community Hospital is located in a healthcare desert and the U.S. Department of 
Health and Human Services has designated it as serving a medically underserved area/population, and as 
a primary care, mental health and dental health professional shortage area. 

WHEREAS, should Roseland Community Hospital be forced to close due to the current funding crisis, 
residents would have to travel five miles to the next closest hospital, Advocate Trinity, and nearly eight 
miles to the nearest trauma center. Advocate Christ, putting residents with life-threatening conditions at a 
greatly increased risk of death or negative health outcome. 

WHEREAS, past funding shortfalls and the current state budget crisis have already decimated vital support 
programs in the Roseland community, leaving Roseland Community Hospital as the only institution still 
standing from which residents can receive life saving care and support. 

WHEREAS, the Rauner administration has chosen to stop payments to Roseland Community Hospital, 
including both State and Federal Medicaid funding, despite public appeals by the community and 
community advocates that the administration continue these life-saving payments. 

WHEREAS, without such payments, Roseland Community Hospital is at immediate risk of layoffs, service 
shutdowns and institutional closure. 

WHEREAS, despite the intervention of a Federal judge ordering the continued flow of Federal Medicaid 
funding the the institution, Roseland Community Hospital continues to face the risk of closure, and its 
residents an increased risk of death and devastating health outcomes, due to the lack of current state funding 
and the threat of funding cuts in the state budget currently being negotiated.

WHEREAS, pursuant to Section 5 of the Annual Appropriation Bill and Budget Resolution for Fiscal Year 
2015, the Cook County Board of Commissioners (“Board of Commissioners”) provided that “[i]n the event 
that union employees receive cost of living adjustments in fiscal year 2015 as a result of negotiated and 
approved 2012-2016 collective bargaining agreements, non-union employees shall also receive cost of 
living adjustments” subject to the approval of the Budget Director, Chief of the Bureau of Human 
Resources and the Board of Commissioners; and 

WHEREAS, the Board of Commissioners have approved salary adjustments and general wage increases 
for a large number of Cook County employees covered under collective bargaining agreements with said 
changes being both retroactive and prospective; and 

WHEREAS, in consideration of the 2015 Budget Resolution, the Interim Budget Director and the Interim 
Chief of the Bureau of Human Resources have worked to recommend appropriate salary adjustments for 
the County’s non-union workforce which could be implemented in fiscal year 2015 and going forward; 
and 

WHEREAS, in order to achieve cost savings, it is recommended that any increase in salary for the County’s 
non-union workforce be prospective in nature and not retroactive and that step increases be frozen for the 
County’s non-union workforce in fiscal year 2016; and 

WHEREAS, it is recommended that all Grade 23 and lower non-union County employees receive a 
non-compounded 4.5% cost of living increase effective the first pay period of October, 2015; and 

WHEREAS, it is recommended that all Grade 24 and Grade 24 Equivalent positions receive an increase 
effective the first pay period in October, 2015; however, said increase will be tied to length in current 
position and certain salaried positions will be exempt from such increase; and 

WHEREAS, it is recommended that all non-union employees unless otherwise exempt herein shall receive 
a compounded 2% cost of living in the 2016 fiscal year with said increase taking effect on December 1, 
2015;and 

WHEREAS, in order to match the union increases provided in the Collective Bargaining Agreements for 
the period of December I, 2012 through November 30, 2017, it is contemplated that additional increases 
may be provided in fiscal year 2017; and 

WHEREAS, in addition to providing cost of living adjustments for the County’s non-union workforce, it 
is further recommended that the health plan revisions implemented for the unionized workforce include 
the County’s non-union employees and elected officials; and 
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WIIKKKAS, the proposed health plan revisions impaet both plan designs and employee contributions and 
are recommended to be implemented elVeclive December I, 2015 with additional contributions taking 
effect in fiscal year 2016; and 

WMERKAS, the proposed revised health plans continue to provide excellent benefits coverage at 
reasonable rates to participating employees and officials; and 

WHEREAS, the County continues to review benefit options for all participating employees and officials; 
and 

WHEREAS, these healthcare plan revisions are a necessary improvement with both positive financial and 
administrative impacts. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, that the President and the Cook County Board of 
Commissioners does hereby resolve that the following cost of living adjustments be provided for the 
County’s non-union workforce by the Budget Director and the Chief of the Bureau of Human Resources: 

Section 1. All Grade 23 and lower non-union County employees shall receive a non-compounded 4.5% 
cost of living increase effective the first pay period of October, 2015. 

Section 2. All Grade 24 and Grade 24 Equivalent (including, but not limited to Grades A35, A34, A33, 
A32, A3i, D12, Dl I, DIO, NS2, NS3, NS4, and NS5) employees in their current position as of June 1, 
2013 shall receive a non-compounded 4.5% cost of living increase effective the first pay period of 
October, 2015. All Grade 24 and Grade 24 Equivalent employees with a current annual salary of 
$200,000 or greater shall not be eligible for this cost of living increase nor should employees in a K12 
position be eligible for the cost of living increase. 

Section 3. All Grade 24 and Grade 24 Equivalent (including, but not limited to Grades A3 5, A34, A33, 
A32, A31, D12, Dl 1, DIO, NS2, NS3, NS4, and NS5) employees in their current position on or after June 
2, 2013 through June 1, 2014 shall receive a non-compounded 3.5% cost of living increase effective the 
first pay period of October, 2015. All Grade 24 and Grade 24 Equivalent employees with a current annual 
salary of $200,000 or greater shall not be eligible for this cost of living increase nor should employees in 
a K12 position be eligible for the cost of living increase. 

Section 4. All Grade 24 and Grade 24 Equivalent (including, but not limited to Grades A35, A34, A33, 
A32, A31, D12, Dll, DIO, NS2, NS3, NS4, and NS5) employees in their current position on or after June 
2, 2014 tlirough June 1, 2015 shall receive a non-compounded 2.0% cost of living increase effective the 
first pay period of October, 2015. All Grade 24 and Grade 24 Equivalent employees with a current annual 
salary of $200,000 or greater shall not be eligible for this cost of living increase nor should employees in 
a K12 position be eligible for the cost of living increase. 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that the President and the Cook County Board of Commissioners 
recommend that the 2016 Budget provide for a compounded 2.0% cost of living increase for all non-union 
employees except those Grade 24 or Grade 24 Equivalent positions with a current annual salary of 
$200,000 or greater; and positions that are a Grade K12; said increase for applicable positions shall take 
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effect on December 1, 2015; and

WHEREAS, Electronic monitoring is a pre-trial program that was created with the objective of relieving 
overcrowding in the Cook County Jail. Instead of jail confinement, electronic monitoring provides a 
community-based alternative that allows non-violent defendants and short-time sentenced inmates to 
remain in the community; and 

WHEREAS, since 2014, Cook County judges have ordered a record number of criminal defendants onto 
electronic home monitoring; an increase that has significantly helped Cook County reduce jail population 
and costs, however, it has also created public safety concerns; and 

WHEREAS, specifically amongst the juvenile probation population. Cook County has recently 
experienced incidents in which defendants on electronic monitoring have committed violent crimes while 
in the community. These incidents have resulted in Cook County Juvenile Probation conducting internal 
audits of electronic monitoring staff, policies, and procedures; and 

WHEREAS, in consideration of the significant implications on public safety and the criminal justice 
system of Cook County, it is imperative to understand how Cook County operates its Electronic 
Monitoring Program under the Juvenile Probation Department in order to detemiine if comprehensive 
changes are necessary to ensure its effectiveness and to increase public safety; and 

WHEREAS, it is also vital to understand the measures and policies in place for Cook County to ensure the 
safety of the employees that are responsible for the administration and implementation of its juvenile 
Electronic Monitoring program; and 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, by the Cook County President and the Board of Commissioners that the 
Law Enforcement Conunittee of the Cook County Board of Commissioners is authorized to call a subject 
matter hearing regarding the operations, staffing, policies, procedures, and public safety implications of 
the Cook County Electronic Monitoring Program under the Juvenile Probation Department for Tuesday, 
October 6, 2015 at 3:00pm at 118 North Clark Street, Rm 569, Chicago, Illinois.
